Naif lauds role 
of private sector

OHAHRAN, March 12 — More than 600 
leading Saud: Arabia*i businessmen began a 
fullscale leriewof the Kingdom's economy as 
the first conference of Saudi burinessmeo 
opened here Saturday. 

Inaugurating the ccmference on behalf of 
King Fahd, Interior Minister Prince Naif 
e xpress e d confidence in the private sector’s 
role in develofdng national economy and 
promotiog the Kingdom’s image in world 
business community. 

“You are the mediators between the gov- 
ernment and the peojrie, “Prince Naif told 
the businessmen and hop^ they would real- 
ize their responsibilities in building a fair and 
c orru ption-free business climate. 

He emphasized the Islamic character of 
Saudi business community and urged them to 
fi ght the curse of briteiy, a cancer io the body 
of commercial practices. He appredated the

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Indira, Arafat call 
for end to Gulf war 

NEW DELHI, March 12 (Agencies) — Indian Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi and Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat made impassioned 
fresh appeals for Third World solidarity and an end to the Gulf war at 
the closing session of the nonaligned summit Saturday. 

The summit ended 18 hours late after rows between Iran and Iraq 
and a wrau^ over where to bold the next conference in three year^ 
time, it called on the big powers toeud the nuclear arms race and spend 
their missile money on helping to haul the world's poorest countries 
out of economic miseiy. 

Kings, presidents and prime mimsters representing the 101-member 
movement condemned U.S. policy in the Middle East and castigated 
South Africa aod Israel. They called indirectly for a withdrawal of 
Soviet forces from Afghanistan and Vietnamese troops from Kam- 
puchea. 

The summit meeting came out in favor of Arab peace proposals 
presented at the Fez summit last September and ratified by the Palesti- 
nian Nadonal Council last month. It adopted them as a document of 
the meeting, saying the Fez .plan, which includes the creation of a 
Palesrinian state and international security guarantees for all states in 
the region, “constitutes a framework for a just and durable peace in the 
Middle East." 

The document recommends setting up a tribunal to try Israel for 
“war crimed' in occupied territories and condemns the Jewish state for 
“acts of genocide" at the Sabra and Shatila refugee camps in Lebanon 
last year. Tbe text also calls for a United Nations-sponsored confer- 
ence supporting tbe Palestiaian cause to be held in Paris in August. 

Arab diplomacy scored an undeniable victory in convincing coun- 
tries as di&rent as Zaire and Argentina to support tbe Palestinian 
cause, while tbe United States refttses all contacts with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO), observers said. 

Tbe United States instead is trying to convince Jordan to negotiate 
tbe Palestinian sovereignty issue on tbe West Bank and tbe Gaza Strip. 

Mrs. Gandhi intervened personally Saturday to patch up differences 
on tbe Iran-Iraq war after arguments over tbe phrasing of the final 
conference document. Tbe next conference of foreign ministers of the 
nonaligned countries will take place in Angola in 1985, tbe political 
committee of tbe summit announced late ^turday. 

_Mrs. Gandhi called delegates into session at 2.45 a.m. to announce a 


compromise. She said some references to the 30-month-old war were 
being deleted. The seventh summit was switched to Delhi at short 
notice from Baghdad because of tbe war. Delegates said most mem- 
bers backed Iraq’s claim to bold tbe next conference. 

After saying a paragraph on the war was being struck out of tbe final 
political declaration, Mrs. Gandhi read out an appeal to tbe two 
Iriamic states to end their conflict. 

The 65-year-old Indtan leader repeated her appeal at Saturday 
morning's closing session, coufding it with a call for unity in tbe 
movement. 

Arafat, wearing khaki dress and his traditional black and white 
checked beadscart joined the appeal, urging the two sides not to spin 
blood needed for the liberation struggle. As be stepped from tbe 
podium, be hugged the previous nonal^ed chairman. President Fidel 
Castro of Cuba, and they posed together giving victory salutes. 

Mis. Gandhi said the nonaligned movement was “an assertion of 
mankind’s wiU to survive, despite oppression, tbe growing arms race 
and ideological dhnaons." i 

But it would take a long time to fulfill the ideals and olqectivesof tbe 
moveroenL “Tbe conference has been called a summit because of the 
top leadership gathered here," she said. “ But in another sense we have 
oi^ established tbe base camp and have a kmg climb to the attainment 
of our goals and ideals." 

Later, Mrs. Gandhi, addressiitg a press conference denied tbe 
nonaligned movement had adopted tbe United States as hs “natural 
adversary.” She said, “There is no question of natural enemy or 
natural ally. But this doesn’t mean we approve of aQ their actfons in 
various parts of tbe world.” 

Referring to economic issues, Mrs. Gandhi said that if the rich, 
industrialia^ nations of the world continue to ignore tbe economic 
problems of the developh^ countries, “they do so at their own periL” 

“Our economies are far more resilient than those of the son^alled 
afBuent countries.” 

Mrs. Gandhi dismissed a suggestion that there is little pressure tbe 
developing nations can bring to bear if their proposals for a new world 
economic order are ignored. “I don't believe in pressure,” she said 
with smile. 

But she said tbe industrialized nations of the Northern Hemis[rfiere 
are discovering for themselves that their unemployment and recession 
are interwined with tbe economic problems of the developing coun- 
tries in tbe south. 

“Where are their markets?” she asked “we have them. Unless we 
have the purchasing power, where will they sell their goods.”

LONDON, March 12 (Agencies) — A bit- 
ter tussle between Venezuela and its OPEC 
partners over crude production quotas again 
held up final agreeuient Saturday on a prop- 
osed strategy by tbe Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries to prevent 
prices tumbling freely on tbe glutted world oil 
market 

Venezuelan Oil Minister Humberto 
Calderon Berti angrily told correspondents 
that bis country was ready to “cooperate" 
with hs OPEC partners and reduce its output 
to secure a compromise. But“ there are limits 
to our sacrifices,” be said. 

CalderoD was speaking after a full meeting 
of the 13 ministers which began one and a 
half hours behind schedule and broke up 
after only a few minute^' , according to con- 
ference sources. 

A senior delegate said the miks here might 
now have to continue Sunday and perhaps 
early next week. 

Tlie ministers have been engaged in inten- 
sive “informaT talks in London in a bid to 
salvage OPEC unity and work <mi a joint 


response to the heavy downwaid pressure on 
oil prices. 

Oil Minister Ahmad Zaki Yamani earlier 
said there was agreement to reduce OPBCs 
base price for“ Arabian Light" crude by $5 to 
a ht:*rel. 

But this presupposes that OPEC members 
also agree on individual quotas inside an 
overalJ productioa ceiling tentatively set at 
1 7.5 million barrels a day. 

Conference sources said Friday night that 
Venezuela was among tbe problems in the 
search for agreed output quotas. An Energy 
Ministry of&ial in Caracas told Reuters tbe 
country, which has debt problems, would find 
it hard to accept a mandated quota below 
1.75 million barrels daily. An OPEC major- 
ity talked of giving Venezuela no more than 
1 .6 million. 

Conferenoe sources said Friday night it 
appeared that only Venezuela and tbe United 
Arab Emirates had yet to accept an outline 
accord on quotas worked out in the meeting. 
An OPEC deal, if clindied, wiD still face a

to a dtizen that he is being investigating, 
enablii^ an adequate defense to be prepared 
should charges be pressed ,

RIYADH, March 12 — The first coofer> 
ence of Saudi Arabian businessmen, which 
wasopened by Interior Minister Prince Naif 
ia Dammam Saturday, is expected to stress 
the private sector's role m development 
plans and call for improving the working 
conditions of local businessmen. 

A leading conference source told Arah 
News that the session is expend to call for 
involving the private sector in drawing up 
the nationa] development plans and affir m- 
ing the government commitment to 
improve fiscal, administrative and 
economic policies in areas affecting 
businessmen, like foreign labor, govern- 
ment purchases, subsidies and soci^ insur- 
ance. 

The conference's recommendatioQs will 
also call on businessmen to show more 
interest in social aspects 1^ setting up train- 
ing centers for women in various areas 
under the auspices of the council of cham- 
bers of commerce; encourage exchange of 
information between the public and private 
sectors and urge businessmen to increase 
their investment and enter new fields. 

The three-day conference which was 
attended by ministers of interior, planning, 
commerce and industry is the firstof its kind 
to deal with various issues pertaim'ng to the 
private sector in a comprebeosive way. A 
bask study prepared by the Saudi Arabian 
Council of the Chambers of Commerce will 
be discussed by the conference. The paper 
deals in detail with aduevements and prob- 
lems of the private sector and proposes 
spedfic resolutions to some problems. 

The paper notes that the expected role of 
the private sector is concentrated on mak- 
ing use of the infrastructure completed by 
the government after three successive 
development plans. High on the agenda for 
businessmen is to acquire shares in the cor-

porations that are going pub lic like the ele c- 
trid^ companies. SABIC and others, enter 
in new investment areas like heavy indus- 
tries, improve present services and raise 
effidency. 

Hie private sector has done remarkably 
weO during the few years, the paper 
said. Non-ofl private sector has gKrwn 
fivefold between 1974-81. Itsoutputdining 
this period has jumped from SRI 8.2 billioo 
to SR90 biDion. Between 1977-81 the 
number of private companies has grown 
from 44,000 to 172,000. The numter of 
trading companies registered with the 
Commerce Minisrry has jumped from 2,964 
in 1978 to 4,63? in 1981 with investments 
totaling SR43 billioD. 

The performance of the private enter- 
prises in agriculture shows that they help 
pushing cfakken production from 14 millioD 


in 1975 to 40 million in 1 980. and eggs from 
204~ miZiioa to 750 million in the same 
period. In industry, the number of licensed 
factories has jumped from 600 in 1975 to 
1.400 in 1981 . with SR2 3 Mllion invested in 
Jeatlier, readymade cJotbes, textile and 
plastk industries. In cement alone where 
the private sector is heavily involved, pro- 
ductioD rose from 700,000 tons in 1970 to 
8.5 million tons last year. There are now 
7.500 private contracting firms operating in 
the Kingdom; and 232 hotels with 1 9,992 
rooms while another 99 with 14,000 rooms 
are being constructed by private business- 
men. 

Tbe paper also deals with the difficulties 
faced by the private sector and on top of 
them are: 

The limited number of businessmen 
aUowed to bid for government projects. 

Delay in taking appropriate decisions, 
whkh goes on for some months. 

Lack of foUow-up to government regula- 
tions that call for giving priority to Saudi 
Arabian burinessmen in government pur- 
chases. 

Lack of guidelines in dealing with gov- 
ernment regulations. 

Difficulties facing tbe import of labor. 

Lack of information and statistics and 
absence of dear-cut policy on protecting 
Saudi Arabian businessmen from foreign 
partners and in cases of disputes. 

Tbe paper critidxes some businessmen 
who belp^ in depicting the private sector 
with tbe image of one looking for quick 
profit at the expense of long-term invest- 
ment. The paper states that several 
busuiessmen opt forgiving tbe job loa fore- 
ign partner against a commission instead of 
doing tbe business themselves. There is also 
tbe lack of training and coordination with 
government departments in areas related to 
the private sector.

U.S. can make Israel 
accept peace, Klibi says 


TUNIS, March 12 (AP) — The United 
States is currently fadng “a decisive and his> 
toric hour of choice” in the Middle East con- 
flict, Arab League Secretary-General Cbedii 
Klibi said Friday. 

In an interview with the Associated Press, 
Klibi said Washington “can put Israel up 
against the waH and oblige it to make a defi- 
nite choice. If Israel wants securiQr, that is a 
problem winch it can now be si^ can be 
solved.” 

If the United States, bearing the special 
responsibilities of a superpower, “wants to 
help a rapid and satisfectory solution of the 
Middle East problem, tak^ into account 
IsraeTs wish for security, there is no longer a 
problem,” following tbe dedsionsof last Sep- 
tember's Arab summit in Fez, Morocco, Klibi 
said. 

Israel now“has only to accept an arrange- 
ment for a peaceful settlement conforming to 
international law, to the law laid down by the 
United Nations and by aD the rescdutions mi 
the Palestinian problem, starting from that on 
partitioD ” the Tunisian said. 

The Palestittians^ie said, “in that nKpect 
no longer have any reticence or mental restr- 
iction. They have said so yeiy clearly in 
statements by their leaders, and in the first 
instance, by Yasser Arafat” diainnan of the 
executive coaunittee of tbe Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. 

But Klibi said that Israel “is only aiming at 


^r pwfwinn at tiw cost of Arab nation.” 

“ We have never been so close to a possibil- 
ity of peace” because the Arabs including the 
PLO have for the first time accepted ita idea 
of a settlement under international law,” he 
said. 

“But we have never been so for from 
peace, because each time the Arabs take a 
step forward. Israel backs off under one pre- 
text or another. It does not want a peace 
which means a withdrawal from the West 
Bank and Gaza,” Klibi said. 

In Fez, he noted, there bad been a consen- 
sus for “peaceful coexistence” bebweeft the 
states of the region. “That can develop posi- 
tively toward other steps. What is important 
is to know what Israel wants.” 

He said all the league's efforts since tbe 
Camp David accord had been devoted to 
fighting the accords and demonstrating they 
were a calculated deception, in ignoring the 
ri ght of the Palestinian people to self- 
determination. 

President Reagan’s new Middle East plan 
presented last Sept. 1 “recognized, in a cer- 
tain way, the end of the Camp David (pro- 
cess),” IGibi said. 

The Arab states now intended to concen- 
trate all their efforts “on persuading 
Washington to accept for the Pdestintan 
people a principle that it accepts for all tbe 
other problems posed woiidvnde: The right 
to self-determination.”

Zia is here participating in tk 7tb nonaligned nations summit at which Pakistan had a big 
share in drafting both tbe economic and political declarations. 

Afohanistan is also a member of tbe nonaligned movement but its objeaions to being named 
in tbe declaration were beaten down. The document calls for withdrawal of foreign troops from 
Afghanistan and endorses efforts toward a polhical settlement under U.N. auspices. 

But Zia reiterated that bis government will not negotiate with Kabul as a legitimate regime. 
He said it is totally under Soviet domination and branded Afghan President Babrak Karmal as 
“window trimming — somebody to put in the show window.” Eve^thing Kabul does must be 
approved in Russian, he said. 

Recalling his talks with Soviet Communist Party leader Yuri Andropov at tbe funeral last year 
in Moscow of Andropov’s predecessor, Leonid Brezhnev, Zia said: “there are signs ... I am 
optimistic of a change in Soviet policy." This was a “ fifty-fifty” assessment, based half on the 
facts of the situation and half on Zia’s own “optimistic nature,” the president said. 

He refuted the frequent Soviet charges that Pakistan interfeies across its border with 
Afghanistan, saying that be has told the Soviets, “if you think Pakistan is interfering, seal the 
borders. You have 1 00,000 men (troops) there. Bring in more than 1 00,000 and you’ u find that 
you can’t seal them,” Zia said, adding: “They agreed with me.” 

Zia said “ two or three years" of army rule are still needed in Pakistan to“ find the modalities 
so that we can stabilize the structure” of tbe government. He said tbe structure is lacking 
because in its 35 years of -independence tbe country has constantly experimented with different 
systems such as “ presidential, prime minister, democracy, elections, martial law...” 


Eritrean front kills 
90 Ethiopian soldiers 

BAHRAIN, March 12 (R) — Eritrean 
freedom fighters killed 90 Ethiopian soldiers 
and destroyed a government arms depot in 
renewed fighting in tbe western mountainous 
leg^n of tbe Red Sea province of Eritrea, a 
resistance spokesman said. 

Osman Abu Bakr, spokesman for tbe Erit- 
rean Liberation Front People’s Liberation 
Front (ELF-PLF), told the Qatari News 
Agency in Doha Friday that Ethiopian gov- 
ernment troops had sent 20,000 soldiers to 
tbe battle zone west of tbe city of Barentu. 

He added Soviet-backed Ethio|»an forces 
were stili bombarding Eritrean cfties and vil- 
l^es inflicting heavy losses. 

Abu Bakr told tte agency three villages 
west of Barentu had been demolished by the 
raids and their inhabitants had fled the area. 

Major battles have been reported recently 
between Ethiopia and the resistance forces 
fighting for Eritrea’s independence for the 
past 20 years.

Soviets act

DAMASCUS, March 12 (AP) — The 
Soviet Union has overcome doubts about 
Syria's longterm stability and upped its milit- 
aiy and political commitment to Prerident 
Hafez Assad’s government 

Western diplomats say the Kremlin has 
poured in new arms, mduHing long-range 
missile system, to restore Soviet credibility 
with the Arabs and boost the morale of 
Syria's armed forces. 

The new Soviet leadership under Yuri 
Andropov, has decided to supply more arms 
to Syria alter two secret visits to Moscow by 
Assad after the Israeli invasion of Lebamm. 

Fir^ came a massive tesuf^ily of Syrian 
Army and Air Force, repladog all the war 
Joss^ and increasiqg the we^xmiy in both 
quantity and quality. One diplomat said tiie 
Syrian Army now has an average 10 percent 
more armor than before IsraeFs invasion. 

A senior Syrian military ofSdal, who has 
made repeat^ trips to Moscow, confirmed 
privately that the ^riets were trying to pre- 
serve a role in the area. 

But the Syrian offidal said Andropov was 
stin preoccupied with consolidating his power 
in Moscow and had not yet developed a new 
Middle East strate^. “'The decision to send 
the SAM-5s preceded Andropov.” he said, 
adding Syria turned to the Soviet UmcHi 
because there were no sources of weapons 
open to them in tbe West. 

Soviet involvement in S^'a has been 
cautious, desfnte a trea^ of friendship signed 
on Oct. 8, 1980. Soviet sources have said 
previously the government was concerned 
about the ultimate stability of- Assad's gov- 
ernment, which crushed a coup attempt as 
recently as January 1982 when an estimated 
200 army officers were arrested. 

Assad’s government also foced a serious 
challenge from the fundamentalists that cul- 
minated in a bloody showdown in the north- 
central dry of Hama in February 1982. 

Tabatabai’s escape 
rocks W. Germany 

BONN, March 12 (R) — West German 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher 
came under attack from his Christian Demo- 
cratic (CDU) coalition partners over tbe case 
of a former Iranian deputy premier sentenced 
to jail in absentia. 

A Duesseldorf court Friday sentenced 
Sadeq Tabatabai, 39, to three years in prison 
for smuggling 1 .7 kg (3.75 pounds) of opnum 
into tbe country on Jan. 8, but he avoided 
having to serve any of tbe term by flying back 
to Tehran hours before the verdict. 

Deputy CDU parliamentary leader Benno 
Erhard ^id the Foreign Ministry was largely 
to blame for dragging out tbe case and enahl- . 
ing Tabatabai, a relative by marriage of Ira- 
nian leader Ayatollah Khomeini, to flee. 

Genscher is already under fire from tbe 
opposition Sodal Democrats (SPD) for 
allegedly impeding justice.

TEL AVTV, March 12 (Agencies) — 
Police gunfire wounded a Palestinian Arab 
youth Saturday and an Israeli civilian vi-as 
injured as Palestinian agitatoTs threw stones 
on Jewish extremists in occupied Jerusalem's 
Old Ciiyjsaid police spokesman Zb' Rotem. 

Some "disturbances also were re por ted in 
occuped West Bank as Palestinians threw 
stones at Israeli cars in Nablus and RamaDah. 
the militarv «inimand said. 

The troubles erupted a day after Israeli 
authorities announced they had foiled an 
attempt by Jewish extremists to take over the 
site of Al-Aqsa Mosque. Police Commander 
Yehoshua Caspi, said the action could have 
resulted in “a most serious conflagration” 
between Arabs and Jews. 

Israel radio said there also was a partial 
school strike in occupied Jerusalem's Arab 
sector. 

The stoning incidents occurred only a few 
hundred yards from tbe target of the Jewish 
extremists who were arrested after midnight 
Thursday. Forty-five were arrested, but two 
were released later.

Reagan pledges 
to make Lebanon 
strong “Gemayel 

BEIRUT. March 1 2 (Agencies) — Leban- 
ese President Amin Gemayel received a mes- 
sage reiterating U.S. determination to help 
build a strong Lebanon, state-run Beirut 
radio reponed. - 

It said Friday the message from U.S. 
Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger stres- 
sed President Reagan's “determination to 
help Lebanon restore its sovereignty and 
independence” and expressed appreciation 
of (jemayeFs efforts to build up the Lebanese 
Army. 

Lebanese Foreign Minister Elie Salem is 
due in Washington this weekend. Israeli 
Foreign Minis ter Yitzhak Shamir, arrived 
there Friday. Both are due have separate 
talks with Secretary of State George Shultz 
on U.S.-led efforts to secure the exit of 
Israeli, Syrian and PaJesonian foras from 
Lebanon. 

The three countries have been meeting 
twice-weekly at low level since Dec. 28 to 
disciKs an Israeli puDout and future relations, 
but the Washington meetings appear to signal 
a stepped-up U.S. inv’olvement. 

Lebanon, weakened by seven years of civil 
strife and foreign intervention, is relying on 
tbe U.S. to back it in resisting Israeli demands 
for normalization of relations which it feels 
will harm its ties with fellow Arab states. 

Shamir told reporters that the U.S.- 
sponsored negotiations between Israel and 
Lebanon have “reached an important st^e." 
He said Israel asked for the meetings "in an 
..effort to ^d maximum understanding and 
coordination.” 

Shamir said that both the U.S. and Israeli 
governments seek an early withdrawal of all 
foreign forces from Lebanon and wapt to 
restore the independence and sovereign^' of 
that country and to prevent the use of Leban- 
ese territory for commando activities agmnsi 
Israel. “We hope that (this) identity of views 
... will enable us to agree on tbe ways and 
means to reach the agreed goals. " Shamir 
said.

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U.S. plans radar in Honduras 

to monitor Nicaraguan planes

WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP) — The 
United States plans to establish a fv-seeing 
radar station in Honduras to track small 
piarM^ suspected of carrying arms from 
Nicaragua to El Salvador's leftist rebels. U.S. ' 
Defense Department oEScials said. 

The disclosure came Friday after senior 
defense officials reported that airborne arms 
traffic between Nicaragua and El Salvador 
has “picked up in recent months.’' 

The new radar station, which would be 
manned by SO to S2 U.S. Air Force person- 
nel, piotably will be described officially as 
intend ed fi>r the safety of U.S. air traffic over 
Hondura s. 

^However, these officials made it plain that 
the new station's main purpose is to monitor 
suspected airborne arms flights from 
Nicaragua across Honduras to El Salvador. 

These officials, who insisted on remaining 
anonymous, said the radar equipment can 
“see" more than 240 miles and this will 


enable it to survey moch of Nicaragua's air 
space. 

According to plans, the offidal said, the 
radar station will be installed on high ground 
about 25 miles southeast of Tegucig^pa and 
will cost about $5 million. The intention now 
is to operate it for about two years, they said. 

Senior defense officials have reported that 
more arms shipments from Nicaragua have 
been shifted to small planes because tbe 
Honduran government has developed “a 
pretty good interdiction program" to slow 
down clandestine arms movements on the 
ground and by water across the Gulf of 
Fonseca. 

Honduran patrols have been stopping 
trucks carrying arms from Nicaragua to IB 
Salvador both Honduran and ^{tvadoran 

patrol boats have impeded water traffic and 
arms from Nicaragua. 

Presumably information gathered by the 
new radar station on suspected anm — cany- 


ing planes will be relayed to the Salvadoran 
mflhaiy, although this was not said specifi- 
cally tbe defense officials. 

'Die United States has been increasng aid 
to Honduras because of what Nestor 
Sanchez, Central American chief in tbe 
department, has told Congress is a “major 
buOdup by neighboring Nicaragua and tbe 
continued violation of Honduran borders and 
territory by the Sandinistas* ruling 
Nicaragua.” 

Tbe estabUsfament of the U.S. radar station 
would be in line with hopes expressed by 
senior U.S. military officials for greater 
cooperation between friendly Latin countries 
and the United States to with Marxist 
rebel movements. 

In line whb this goal, senior officers said in 
private interviews that they are eager that 
other countries, possibly Honduras and Ven- 
ezuela. agree to help train troops from El 
SaNador on their territory 


WEST BERLIN, March 12 (Rj — West 
Germany became the first Western nation to 
authorize clinical use of tbe drug Interferon, 
widely bailed as an antidote against cancer. 
But the Federal Health Office said Friday the 
controversial drug, which is being marketed 
under the name Fiblaferon. can only be used 
by hospitals to treat severe cases of shingles

Chapman Fincher, author of several 
books on e^onage, said that despite Mac- 
lean’s treachery, be would have escaped pro- 
secution if he had confessed, rather than 
defecting to Moscow with fellow spy Guy 
Burgess in 1951. 

“Tve been assured by people who were 
involved in the case that there was never any 
intention of prosecuting,’' Fincher said in a 
British Broadcasting Cotp. interview. “Tbe 
dipiomaticeffectsa^ political effects of pro- 
secuting a man like that in 1951 would have 
been regarded as too horrendous. 

“You must remember that Maclean in par- 
ticular was the first sort of estabUshment per- 
son to be found to be a traitor, and it was 
nnthinifahlft that an^xxly of that nature, 
bom to privilege and prestige, the son of a 
cabinet minister, could ever ^ such a thing.” 


George Young, former deputy head of 
M16, Britain’s foreigD intelligeiice-gathering 
secret service, said Maclean escaped detec- 
tion because “the British never to^ security 
very seriously." 

Young, in a BBC interview, said tbe Fore- 
ign Offitt personnel departrrient carries the 
blame for failing to apprehend MadeaiL 
Asked if there could still be undetected series 
in Britain, he said: “Thaf s sometiui^yDU can 
never exclude.” 

A high British offidal. asked the same 
question by the Assodated Ptess, said: 
“There are bound to be some bad eggs." The 
govemmeot official, who refused to be iden- 
tified, was asked what epataph he would give 
Maclean, said: “He voted with his feet."

Troesem, the 1979 book that unmasked royal 
art advirer Anthony Blunt as the fourth spy in 
a ring that indud^ Madean, Buigeas and 
Harold “Kim" Philby, said Madean was a sad 
figure. “He was an old man, and I thinir be 
was ready to die. He never really settled 
down to life in die East I believe bt would 


have loved to come hack to Britain. 

Pincher said Madean w*as “a pathetic fig- 
ure, a real fish out of water. He'd never been 
to the Soviet Union. He was terrified of going 
there ... but he was foroed by the KGB to go 
because they knew he would break down if he 
was mterrogattd.” 

In Moscow, the body of Donald Madean, 
honored by the Soviet state as a “feithful son 
and dtizen,” was cremated Friday after a 
short dril ceremony. 

His death was announced to the Soviet 
public in the offidal oeu^paper /zwsris, 
which hailed “Donald Donal^vidi Mac- 
lean" as “amanofhighmora]qualrties,and 
a convinced Communist" 

The&wflfo obituaiy, signed by “a groupof 
comrades," made no direct reference to Mac- 
lean’s career as a spy but said he “devoted all 
his consdous life to the high ideals of soda! 
progress and humanism, peace and interna- 
tional cooperation." It referred to his <mt- 
standing services to the Soviet Communist 
Party and state and said he distinguisfaed him- 
self espedafly in tbe struggle against fascism.

The wood ash 
repels beefies and other insects that nsuaOy 
(^txoy his gram stoies.When be needs some, 
be amply mnsows out the ashes and the 
gram is ready fw use. The Botswanan farmer 
learned the technique from his forefathers; 
the tradkioa neatly, sidesteps the need for 
expensive modem inse ct icid e s. 

■ But wharis important is that sinee 1979 
this tradition is now practiced in Mexico, in 
India, m South America; in fact in any of 1 03 
Hurd World countries where this method 
oould be applied. The agent of tfab diange is a 
radfo network that operates om of an <^5ce m 
Toronto, Canada, and a farmhouse in nearby 
Oakville, Ontario, hfs called the Develojang 
Gonntiies Farm Radio Network (DCFRN). 

George Atkins, a former farm broadcaster 
for the Canadian Bxoadcastii^ Cotp., is its 
founding director. Its purpose, be says, is to 
gather infinmation throughout the develop- 
in g wnrfrf to help increase the food supply of 
the subsistence fanner, the man and fam - 
3|y piodndng food on holdings of half an acre 
to two or aoes. 


There are three ways to increase the food 
Simply: throagh production, by decreasing 
lorn after prodoctitMi, and by more effident 
use of the food produced. DCFRN attempts

an three, by gathering information and ideas 
fiom dev^ping countries and passing h 
along to other countries in the form of audio 
cassettes and tapes, about eveiy three 
months. 

The overseas farm broadcaster studies the 
1 0 or 1 2 items in each package, and by look- 
ing at the acco m p a nying iOusirations and fol- 
lowing the script, can understand the content 
of the tapes. The local form commentator, 
Atkins says, knows enongb English to be able 
tt> tranriam the tapes mid pass the ideas on to 
bis or her listeners in tb^ native language. 

Atkins is constantly surprised ^ the 
ingenuity of peofde with means. He 
points to the Phili(^»aes as an example. Their 
analysis of grain gcnnination content is sim- 
ple, but effective. This is an important factor 
for any fsrmer, who mua know how much of 
the grain be must plant to do so efSeieatly. If 
he has only a SO percent germination rate, 
then he must plant twice as much as the field 
would normally need. 

The Filipino fanner tate a handful of seed 
fiom the top, middle andbottom of his bushel 
or sack, mixes it, and then places 1 00 seeds on 
a square piece of muslin 10 yards across and 
10 down, about two centimeters apart. He 
then a bamboo stick and rolls the doth 
up, and places it in the shade, keefwg the 

doth damp. After five days the former unrolls 
the cfoth and counts tlie seeds that have 


sprouted, and thereby calculates his germina- 
tion pei^tage. If only 75 seeds have

Republic of China in late 1 982. He notes with 
a chuckle: “China has been in gear for a long 
time without outside iofluenoe, and many 
excellent, simple techniques have been 
developed...by the farmers over many cen 
tunes." 


Take containers for tomato seetUings, for 
mstance. As Atkins points out, the idea of 
uoag plastic or even canfooard cufs to 
develop the seeds is unthinkable. These eon 
tamers cost too much. Instead, the Chinese 
farmer mixes cattle dung in equal proportion 
with good soil, molds it into a bdl with the 
seed in the middle, and shaves off the botton. 


While Atkins picked up an ab unda nce of 
information to share with other DCFRN par 
ticipants, he wasn’t quite as fortunate in sel 
ling DCFRN to the bureaucraf^ in Qina. 
Again be chuckles as be notes: Before he left 
Canada, Atldns had three hems fiom previ 
ous shows translated into Chinese on a cas-

Tbe result was tbe birtb of DCFRN in 1979 


as a publk service project of the form 
machlMry company, Massey Ferguson Ltd. 
While tbe company still provides fine office 
space and the use of its secretaries, tbe Cana- 
dian International Development Agen^ 
(CIDA) now fnDy funds tbe project, to the 
tune of $125,000 annuall y. 

Atkins, at 65, prefers to work out of his 
farmhouse in Oakville. But be keeps in oon- 
stant touch with his five fuD-time staff mem- 


bers, who help transcribe tapes, draw tbe 
illustrations and translate tbe text. Tbe Uni- 


versity of Guelph. Canada' s mam agricultural 
univeisity, provides translators and tapes on 
which to edh the material. 


The service is free, provided the material is 
used to help formeR increase their food sup- 
plies. And it is not just limited to farm broad- 
casters. says Atk^. DCFRN pankipanis 
include teachers, government a^ agencies 
and international development offices.

Delhi summit urges superpowers to end arms race 


NEW DELHI — 

The following is tbe text of” tbe New Delhi mes- 
sage,” an appeal to the ^at powm. issued Satur- 
day ^ the seventh summit of nonaligned countries. 

\ . Our world is iacieasingly turbulent and insec- 
ure. International economic relations continue to 
be characterized by inequality, domination and 
exploitation. Tbe gravity of tbe situation is evident 
in the intensification of the arms race, in the resis- 
tance of the strong to tbe initiatives for change in 
favor of the weak, in great power Involvement in 
regional conflicts and rn tbe threat of a worldwide 
nuclear catastrophe. 

2. Peace and peaceful co-existence, indepen- 
dence, disarmament and development are the cen- 
tral issues of our time. Bat peace must be based on 
justice and equality because the intolerable inequal- 
ity and exploitation establisbed by colonialism and 
imerialism remain tbe most important causes of 
tension, conflict and violence in the world. 

3. We, tbe heads of state or government of 
nonaligned countries, appeal to tbe great powers to 
halt the arms race which is consuming, at an ever- 
increasing rate, tbe scarce material resources of our 
planet, destroying tbe ecolo^al balance and wast- 
ing much of our finest sdentific talent in sterile and 
destructive pursuits. These should be used to 
revitalize and restructure the world economy. The 
resources released by measures of disarmament 
should be diverted to promote tbe development of 
developing countries. 

4. Ibe nonaligned countries, speaking for the 
majority of tbe world community, want an immedi- 
ate halt to tbe drift toward nuclear conflict which 
threatens not only tbe well-being of humanity in our 
times but of future generations as well. Tbe nuclear 
weapon powers must heed this voice of the peofrie 
of tfe world. From all indications, 1983 may be a 
crucial year for nuloear disarmament. We uige the 
nuclear weapon powers to adopt urgent and practi- 
cal measures for the prevention of nuclear war. 
They should agree on an international convention 


prohibing the use or threat of use of nndear 
weapons in any circumstances and stop further pro- 
duction and deployment of nuclear weapons. It is 
also essential that theyobserve existing arms limita- 
tion agreements while seeking to negotiate broader 
and more effecth^ programsleading to general and 
complete disarmament, particularly nuclear disar- 
mament, under international supervirion. 

5. The world economic criris, w*hich originated in 
some of the major industrialized countries, has now 
become truly global m character and scope. In 
developed countries, it has led to economic stagna- 
tion and rising uaemploymect to which they have 
reacted by adopting protectionist and other 
inward-looking policies. In developing countries, 
whose economies are specially vulnerable, it has led 
to enormous balance of payments deficits, mount- 
ing debt burdens and worsening terms dne to the 
steep fall in thetr commodity prices and to tbe sharp 
rise in tbe prices of industrial products which they 
have to import. All this has brought many of these 
countries to the brink of disaster. 

6. Never before have tbe economic fomraes of 
the. developed and developing nations been so 
closely linked together. Yet, many rich nations of 
the world are turning in the midst of this common 
crisis to the catastrophic bilateralism of tbe 1920s 
and 1930s rather tiran to enlightened multilateral- 
ism. They stifi refuse to retx>gnlze that the economic 
revival of the North b rimpiy not possible without 
the economic survival of the Sk>uih. Solutions to 
these problems must net^ssaiily be global. 

7. The present crisis has demonstrated tbe inade- 
quacy of tbe existing internaiional economic order 
to deal with the problems of development. A 
thorough-going restructuring of this order through 
a process of global negotiations can be launched 
without delay. Nonaligned countries are committed 
to strive for tbe estabUsbment of tbe new inter- 
naitonal economic order based on justice and 
equity. 

8. Concurrently, immediate measures must be 


taken to stan a process of recoverv- and to bring the 
world economy back to the path of sustained 
growth. Tbe activation and stimulation of the 
growth process in the developing countries must be 
a key objective of thb endeavor. Immediate meas- 
ures are needed in several areas. Special emphasis 
must be placed on enabling developing countries, 
particnlarly the least developed countries, to solve 
their acute balance of payments problems without 
interrupting their development process. At tbe 
same time, satbfection of their basic needs of food 
and energy, enhanced access to markets and fair 
prices for commodities must be ensured. Protec- 
tionist trends must be reversed and immediate 
measures to dismantle trade barriers implemented. 
It is necessary to put an end to unequal exchange 
between developed and developing countries. 
Besides, many developing countries are in a tragic 
situation because of their inability to meet their 
debt obligations. This serious problem should be 
urgently addressed. 

9. We propose the immediate convening of an 
international conference on money and finance for 
development, with universal participation, and a 
comprehensive restructuring of the international 
monetary and financial system. 

10. We are deeply concerned about the tensions 
and confiromations between tbe great powers and 
their disturbing effects on nonaligned countries. We 
are determined to resist economic and political 
pressures that might be exened by any great power 
against small and vulnerable states. 

11. Urgent political issues, such as tbe pressing 
need to restore to the brave Palestinian people who 
are waging a berok struggle against Israeli forces, 
their inalknable right to establish a national 
sovereign state of their own in accordance with 
U.N. resolutions, tbe withdrawal of Israel from 
Jerusalem, occupied Palestine and Arab territories 
and from Lebanon, tbe independence of Namibia to 
be achieved by the speedy implemeotation of Sec- 
urity Council Resolution 435. the need to achkve 


peace in Central America through political negotia- 
tions between the parties concern^ as well as the 
problems in Southeast Aria, Southwest Asia, tbe 
Indian Ocean, tbe Mediterranean and other areas 
in tbe world, call for a sincere effort on tbe part of all 
countries of the world to resolve them in accor- 
dance with the principks of peace and justke, inde- 
pendence and equality. 

No less urgent is tbe common responsibility of all 
of us to ensure that our fellow human beings every- 
where live in dignity and honor. Many wrongs have 
been perpetrated on tbe continent of Afrkaand its 
long-suffering people. The people of South Africa 
are bravely struggling against tbe obnoxious and 
oppressive system of racism and apartheid. We 
reaffirm our solidarity with tbe African people and 
their noble cause. There are some great powers in a 
position to help aehiev’c this ot^ective faster and, 
hopefully, with less su&ring all round. We ear- 
nestly urge them to do so. 

12. We. on our part, are committed to pressmg 
these and other critical issues at the 38tb session <4. 
the United Nations General Assembly. We urgei^ 
heads of state or government of aD countries of the 
world to join us there. We stand ready to cooperate 
with them in finding equitable, fair, speedy and just 
solutions to these problems. Our destiny is com- 
mon. 

13. The crisis which confronts our civilizatioa 
today is unprecedented in history. Great tasks call 
for wise decisions. We appeal to the great powers to 
give up mistrust, engage in sincere, forward-looking 
negotiations in a spirit of shared good faith to reach 
agreemem on various disarmament measures and 
to find a way out of tbe deepenmg economk criris 
which threatens all of us. Unitedly, the members of 
the Donaligned movement are prepared to do 
everything in their power to assist in this process. 
The earth belongs to us aD ~ let us cherish it in 
peace and true brotherhood, based on the d^nity 
and equality of man. (AF) 


Spain’s Socialist government completes 100 days

MADRID — 

Spain’s first Socialist govemment smoe tbe Crvfl 
War has passed the 1 OQ^y marit with its moderate 
imay laigety miact and ample room to maneuver 
for the future. 

Tbe military, an erratic mfluence in Spanish poli- 
tics since tbe return to parliamentaiy democracy in 
1977. has remained in tbe barracks under socialism, 
despite tbe assassination of a top general by Basque 
te r ror is t s shortly after tbe Sorialist vktoty last 
October. Opporition critics on the right claim tbe 
Feb. 23 governnient takeover of Rumasa, tbe coun- 
trys largest bokUng company whta 60,000 emp- 
loyees and an extensive xok in Spm's eoooomy, 
-revealed the true nature of tbe Soaalist^ derigns. 
But political and economk observers here do not 
expect further expropriations. 

At tbe time of tbe takeover. Economy and 
Finance KGnister Miguel Boyer srid Prime Mmister 
Felipe Goozale^s government was not “bent on 
expropnation.” He said the action was taken to 
protect tbe interests of employees, investors and 


stockholders of tbe Byzantine finandai empire that 
accounted for 1.8 percent of the gross national pro- 
duct last year. 

Tbe Spanish Socialist Workers Party (PSOE) 
won a sweeping victory in general elections last OcL 
28 on a moderate platform. Tbe only proposed 
nationalration was of tbe country s faigb-tension 
electrkity grid. 

Munioind eketions scheduled for May 8. 
together with polls tbe same day or a week later to 
el^ 784 members of 13 new autonomous legiooal 
lepslatures, are expected to providetbe first indica- 
tion of bow tbe Spanish voting pubbe feels about tbe 
Sodalist performance. Tbe liberal Spanisb press has 
applauded the Gonzalez government’s efibrts to 
reform tbe sluggish state bureaucraqr foroomplec- 
mg the process creating autonomous regions 
tfaroi^bout the country and for drafting legislatioo 
that would streamline and modernize tbe lop-beavy 
militaty organization. 

The same press, however, has found proposed 
legation to decriminalize abortion much too 
billed. Tbe conservative, Roman Catbolk and 
right-wing p r ess, on the other band, says tbe same 


legislation would imigagh a pletbora of social evils. 

Tbe main opposition Popular Alfiance, with 106 
seals in tbe loirer bouse of parliament — tbe Sodal- 
ists have a comfortable majority of 202 of tbe 350 
seats — says h wiD seek to have tbe abortion biD 
dedared unconstitutional. It has already done so for 
tbe legislation authorizing tbe Rumasa expropria- 
tion. 

Tbe Sodalists have done less well in living up to 
tbeir election promise to create SOOlOOO joto over 
tbe next four years in a country with more than 2 
million unemployed, tbe highest rate in Western 
Europe. Tbeir attempts to cut down on “double- 
dippingf' (btrfding several jobs at a time) by gov- 
ernment employ^ have been of limited success. 

A colmnnist writing in the indepeodentiNariD Id, 
geoeraDy sympathetic to tbe government, said 
uDemphtymeat bad actually gotten worse since 
Gonzalez was sworn in Dec. 2. 

Tbe problem of terrorist acts carried out by Bas- 
que separatists remains unresolved. An attempt to 
get Socialists, members of tbe Basque National 
Party and representatives of a political party with 
ties of ETA, the separatist organization, to sit down 


at a peace parley frilled when HTA lasbed out with a 
serks of attacks on civil guards and banks in the 
nortbern Basque region. 

Both friends and foes of tbe Socialists agree that 
tbeir foce^ policy is less t ha n vreU-defin^ Gon- 
zalez campaignftri qq a platfrmn caHmg fw a 
referendum on Spaizf s membership in NATO, but 
since taldog office, be continues to brurii aside tbe 
question of a date. Spain joined tbe North Atlantic 
ADiance in May last year but is not part of tbe 
mOitaiy structure. A protocol signed last month to a 
1953 treaty governing American use of four milit-. 
ary bases in sipain gives the Socialists room to ratity. 
tbe treaty without obliging them to int^rate Span- 
ish armed forces into the NATO oommand struo- 
ture.

Parliament journeys between Strasbourg, where hs 
sessioas are Iwld, Luxembourg, tbe rite of its 
administration and tbe occasional special session, 
and Brussels, where tbe parliamentaiy committees 
meet. Travel weary MEPs, lost documents and tbe 
increasing expense hiGurred as tbe parliament 
wends it way between tbe three cities have laid it 
open to charges of waste and ioeffickney. 

Whh European elections fixed for next year and 
the parlianieat’s popularity on tbe wane, it has been 
mal^g attempts to improve its somewhat tarnished 
image. Recent moves have been less than success- 
ftil: throwingout tbe budget to give Britain its 1982 
rebate was seen as obstructionist rather than a bid 
for greater dexnocrack control over Conununity 
spending, and tbe latest move to get the Nortbern 
Irefend question aired by tbe parla 
nt exposes the assembly to even greater accusations 
of meddling. 

An efficiency drive to put the paciiament in Brus- 
sels is a good election ploy wb^ meets with the 
approval of tbe Europarliaffleofs leader, tlie Dutch 
Socialist, Pkt Dankert. Farliameotariaos hoped 
Dankert would get the parliament to Brussels 
within his preridency, but the anger of tbe poten- 
tially deposed Lnxembourgers deterred him. Even 
now tbe Luxembourg admuiistration is threatening 
to strike on tbe day of tbe unempfoymeot session in 
Brussels. 

A definite effort to get tbe pariiament centered in 


Brussels alongside tbe European CommissioQ, the 
ambassadors and tbe press ( wbo have to accompany 
what is known as the“circu^' on its twke-monthly 
^ps to Strasbourg or Luxembourg) wfll need a vote 
in favor from tbe full parliament. With the exce{> 
tioD of French and Luxembourg MEPs and a band- 
fril of Germans who live in driving distance of the 
French border, most of Europe's parlianwntar iang 
and some of tbe staff would be happy to find a. 
resting place in Brussels. 

Luxembourg, they say, has no offices, no car 
pnrks, too much snow and tbe debating chamber is 
imt only kitsch in decor but MEPs are seated out of 
sight of their electorates, under the gallery. Out of 
tbe 161 sessioos since 1 952 in tbe days of tbe Coal 
and Steel Community, only 63 have b ee n held in 
Luxembourg. 

Brussels is tbe only chy out of tbe three capitids to 
have no readymade debating chamber. The city of 
Strasbourg in eastern France went to considerable 
trouble and expense to provide not only a chamber, 
but also bedrooms and offices for MEPs. Since 
1981, all sessions have been held in Strasbourg. 

Brussels, although chamberless, hits a new parli- 
ament office block and an older paffiament building 
oot a hundred yards from tto main telephone 
exchange. Publicity hungry MEPs anxious for the 
better media coverage available in Brussels are 
pushing for Brussels to become tbe parliaments 
pennanen't site. (0)S)

increases each time the U.S. inflation rate 
rises by 5 perceat. This has led to skyrocket- 
ing costs, jfetsonnel costs account 80 per- 
cent of the U.N. b ud get. 

UN. employment also offers a tax break. 
Non-Ameticani pay no national income 
taxes, although part of their salary is withheld 
as a “staff assessment* that flow back into 
UN. coffers. Americans are required to file 
U.N. tax returns but the U.N. makes up the 
difference between what tb^ pay the inter- 
nal revenue service and their lower U.N. 
^ssmeot. Only top UN. offidals with 
limited diplomatic immunity are exempt 
from local sales taxes. 

Dependent allowances are built into the 
salaries of profestional staff members, while 
clerical and other lower^ranking employees 
are allowed a separate allowance including 
$584 for each child. 

But there have been complaints about the 
jobs. “Staff morale is low and has declined 
over the last five years,** says George Irving, 
an American lawyer who now works with 
U.N. 

Last November, hundreds of U.N. emi^ 
loyees staged a one-bour work stoppage to 
demand more reqx>naveness from manage- 
ment. Among the complaints, Irving is 
the “very disturbing trend toward appoint- 
ment of people according to political connect 
tion^' and not according to ability. 

UN. staffers also are demoralized, be said, 
because member countries “ are unsympathe- 
tic to OUT needs. They re more interested in 
wanting to keep the budget down.*' 

While ifs true that members from 
developing coontries earn more than they 
would at tome, those from industrial coun- 
tries offeD would be better off in private busi- 
ness, Irving said. 

“As a lawyer Fm being paid so much less 
than in a private law fir^*' he said. “But, 
with any ^vernment service, you have to 
make a determination thatyoif re not m h for 
the money.**

China discards Mao's economic cobwebs

PEKING (LAT) — Last year the Chinese 
leadership effectn^y undid Mao Tse-tuo^s 
great experiment in agriculture, the utopian 
but ineffident “people's communes.” The 
goal this year is to root out ibe late cfaarman's 
Soviet-inqxied ideas in business and indus- 
try. 

That was revealed by Communist Party 
chief Hu Yaobang in a major speech deli- 
vered Jan. 20 to a party omiiereDce. Only 
brief exempts have been made pablk. 

- .1^ lieir apparent to.advisoiy chairman 
Deng Xiaepm^a maBtle,-caUed for reforms 
in an areas of national life, particulady the 
economy. “Reform” is the code word for 
ehminating the leftist structures that survived 
Mao's death in 1976. Stringent central con- 
trol over buriness and indnstiy, disreg^ of 
profit or loss in state enterprises, equal wages 
regardless of output — ah that must go, Ho 
shoaled. 

. “The thesis of 'continuing the revtrintion 
under the dictatorship of the proletriaf is 
wrong and harmfril,'' Hn said, .according to 
one publiriied excerpL **But the oonvictioo 
that socialist aocie^ must still cany out 
reforms in aU fields is correct and necessary.” 
Hif s mention of “oontinuing the revolu- 
tion” was a daring one, since Mao’s justifica- 
tion for onleashing the catastropihic Cultural 
Revolution was that each geneiatioo, in 
effect, had to overthrow the last. 


“To systematicaDy carry out reforms in an 
aO-iound manner means that aU fields of 
endeavor, aO areas, all departments and all 
units most have their tasks in making 
reforms,” Hu said. “They should break away 
from old conventions and outdated styles of 
work that hinder our advance, study new 
situations, solve new problems and develop 
new experiments and new ideas.” 

One of the first specific measures wiU be 
abolition of the tiadHiona] Communist sys- 
tem of collectmg aO profits from state enter- 
prises. Under the five-year plan adopted last 
year, enterprises wiD pay corporate taxes, as 
in the West, retaining profits for moderniza- ■ 
tion or incentives. 

In another radical departure, China 
recently raised cotton textile prices 20 per- 
cent and cut the price of synttotics 20 to 30 
percent, hoping the market mechanism 
would free cottonfields for planting grain. 
Economists expect an eventual repricing of 
most commodities to eliminate disparities 
that have distorted production. Under the 
Soviet system, prices are set by the central 
government ato shortages dealt whb through 
rationing, queuing or black-marketing. 
China is moving toward the Western system 
of i»ice determination through supp^ and 
demand. 

An authoritative source said the leadership 
also has agreed to spin off the inefficient 
government-controlled enterprises that 
mon opolize seryioe businesses such as 
xestaurimts. laundries and repair shops. Indi- 


vidual and cooperative comfiaiiies win be 
encouraged to take over that expanding sec- 
tor of the economy, acoording to the infor- 
mant. 

Frizng Da^ gave credence to the report 
recently in its response to a letter-writer who 
complained that individual street merchants 
were told they couldn't join the Communist 
Party. Under the poUcies adopted at Sep- 
tember’s national party congress, Peking 
Dmfy replied,” individual tradesmen, who are 
laborers of socialism in our society, should be 
considered in the same category as anyone 
else qualified for party membership. ... We 
should enthusiasti^y welcome them.'* 

In addition to moving toward Western- 
style management, Hu appeared to be step- 
(ring OUT of the long shadow cast by Deng. 
The official Xinhua news agency* s account of 
the meetii^ said. “ aQ comrades ... enthusias- 
ticaDy discussed the important report fay 
comrade Hu Yaobang, saying ttoi this 
report, farsighted and with boldness of visioa, 
insfmed people to advance and also reflected 
the strong resolve of the party central com- 
mittee to cany out reform for lealiziog the 
four modernizatious.” 

The last speech to receive such acclamation 
was Deng’s 1980 address on cutting badt 
tben-chairman Hua Guofeng's building 
program and balanang an inflationaiy 
budget. Hua soon disappeared from the lead- 
ersUp, and Hu took over his role of party 
chief. 

Meanwhile, Oen^s pragmatists set about 


dtsmantlmg the; people's communes, more 
than 20,000 of w^h had been established as 
the basic unit of toming and local govern- 
ment throughout the country. The communes 
displayed two fatal defects: a bloated, non- 
productive bureaucracy and foiling form out- 
put because all income was shared regardless 
of individual effort. Deng’s remedy was the 
“individual responsibility system” in which 
every frinn task is contracted out ‘ to indivi-> 
duals, families or neighborhoods that profit 
according to the success of their labors. The 
system is now in general use. and townships 
are taking over the civil functions Mao gave 
to-the communes. 

Deng's restructuring of agriculture, essen- 
tiaQy allowiag the peasants to manage their 
own business, produced an immediate spurt 
in production and form income. China cannot 
long postpone a similar industrial reforma- 
tioQ if the standard of living is to be mam- 
tained. Farm-to-market roai^ and railroads 
must be bu2i, along with vehicles to carry 
food to the cities and fertilizer to the feims. If 
China's growing population is to be fed. 
Energy shortages must be alleviated and edu- 
cational standards raised. 

Lack of individual incentive for workers 
and independent decision-making for mana- 
gers have vntuaUy paralyzed pi^DctioD in 
many sectors. The goal is to quadruple tbe 
output value of industry and agriculture by 
tbe end of tbe century, a monumental under- 
taking even without China's handicaps of 
geography and population.

Tbe play is KwngUorker, named to tbe 
'proteio-d^den^ disease that kills tens of 
thoosandsM young Africans every year. The 
plot teaches motbm that kwashiortor, which 
stunts growth and produces bloated bellies 
and leddisb hair, comes from malnutrition, 
not an infection. 

Tribal societies have for ce n t uri es emp- 
k^d fireride narratives and other forms of 
tbMter to pass on tribal history ato morality. 
Now Africa is turning to plays to disseminate 
answers to modem probfems. 

From Nigeria to Swaziland, countries are 
uripg theater to teach basic health care, fam- 
ily planning, conservation and proUem solv^ 
ing. Tbe medium is particularty eflective in 
the coontrysifo, where illiterate zeddents 
lack tbe elec trici ty needed to run movie pro- 
jectors and telei^on sets. ' 

Accompanied by guitar and antelope-hide 
drums, the Mwondo theater cast of nearby 
Lubumbashi tells tbe story of ffawshisrifasr in 
SwahilL Ifs not a lecture — tbe cast dances 
and sings, the crowd roars whb laughter. 

The play is about a father who returns 
home late and beats his wife who first refrises 
to open tbe door. She nms away. 

The next day, tbe father leaves bis children 
with bis sister, who has several children of her 
own and no husband. 

“Mother, yon koowwe never have enough. 
How can you kt more pco|de in?” one of tbe 
sistef s cbildien screams. Her chSdren slap 
tbeir oousms in tbe face when they try to eat 

One of the boys gets diaiibea, tbe actor 
grunting and gesniiing. He dies of mafaiiitri- 
txm, and his fetber and mother accuse each 
other of responsibility. 

A cast member steps in to say: “If a chDd 
does not have essentiri nutrients, be gets the 
type of disease tbe child died of. And a loud 
discussion begins. 

Mobyem hfikanza, director of the National 
Theater of Zaire, whirii operates tbe 
Mwondo Theater, wrote a play to teanh peo- 
ide not to bum giass and bush in the dry 
season, a method used to frighten game and 


make bunting easier. Tbe play was widely 
performed ato now is tai^bt in schools. 

In Fiaedejkmponr he Ant3epes (no fire for 
antelopes), the people of a greedy chieftain.

ANKARA, March 12 (R) — The Turkish 
contracting fira Enka has won a $70 million 
contract to build an expansion of the 
Turki^I]^ oil pipeline, company officials 
said Friday. 

The pipeline bom Kerkuk in northern Iraq 
to the southern Turtdsb port of Yumurtalik 
has been Iraq’s only oil link to the Mediterra- 
nean since Syria closed a pipeline through its 
territory earfy last year. 

The expansion will boost the capacity of 
the pipeline to one million barrels per day 
bom the corrent 780,000 barrels, company 
officials said. 

They said the contract, financed by Iraq, 
was worth around $70 miUkMi, and coastruc- 
tion was expected to be completed within 14 
months. The contract was expeaed to be 
signed within days, they added. 

An unnamed T’urkisfa finn will supply the 80 
km (50 miles) of 30 and 40-in^ (75 and 
100^) pipes oeetfed to complete the 
expansion the officials said. Enka Insaat Ve 
Sanayi A.S. already has contracts worth over 
$13 billion in various Middle East countries. 

A delegation bom the Turkish central 
hanir flew to Baghdad Friday to discuss eas- 
ing the flow of payments between the two 
countries, bank officials said. The visit fol- 
lowed the signing of a protocol between the 
governments last month agreeing to find 
ways to fecQitate payments. 

Central bank officials said there bad 
recently been delays in payments by Iraq for 
Turkisb exports which reached $567 million 
in the first 11 months of last year compared 
with 559 million in the whole of 1981. 

The delegation, led by bank Governor 
Osman Sik^, was expected to discuss the 
possibility of T urlrey extending export credits 
to ease tlte problems, the officials said. Iraqi 
exports to Turkey, mostly on, were Sl.lS 
bi^n in the first 10 months of 1982 com- 
pared with ! .56 billion for the whole of 1 982 . 


Economy on the bounce— Pinochet 


SANTIAGO, March 12 (AF) — President 
Augusto Pinochet said Friday that Chile was 
emer^g bom a prolonged recession and 
that economic discontent would not be per- 
mitted to alter bis authoritarian rule. 

“The country has begun to overcome the 
crisis, showing the first signs of a revival that 
will be very slow at fiiit but will be sus- 
tained," the 67-year-old army general said in 
a nationafly televised speech. 

Pinochet, who overthrew elected Marxist 
Fresfdeot &lvador AQende in 2973, spoke 
on Che second anniversary of a constitution 
calling for transition to a conservative, “pro- 
tecred democracy by 1989, which would 
exclude communism and some other 
ideologies. 


The speech assured his supporters, who 
backed the new charter in a national referen- 
dum, that the timetable would be met In 
doing so, Pinochet rejected assertions by the 
democratic oppositioD that his autbori^ bad 
been so eroded by the economic crisis that be 
should move more quickly toward civilian 
rule. 

“ I notify the politicians anxious to recover 
their power that we will not tolerate condi- 
tions or limits on the exercise of authority 
beyond those set by the constitution legiti- 
mately approved as an expression of national 
consensus that nobody can ignore," be said. 

He added a warning of continued crack- 
down on dissent, saying “those who fail to 
understand this win abide by the consequ- 
ences.”

The brokerage 
firm of Smith Barney, Harris Upham and Co. says the figures are 
likefy to show an increase, but one that is"noticeabiy less th^ the 0.9 
percent January rise."

Banks tighten purse strings 


NEW YORK. March 12 (AP) — Great 
Bri tain , riwna and Turkey stood out among 
tbe few bright spots of a world that has 
become increasingly gloomy for international 
bankers in tbe past six months, an American 
financial magazine says. 

Bankers are not only worried about the 
money they have lent to Latin America, 
according to lastitetioael but 

"declining creditworthiness is now striking 
borrowers outside tbe developing worid" 
also. 

With only one exception, all of the 20 most 
credn woitl^ nations b the world were 
downgraded by bankers in a March 1983 sur- 
vey as compared with a similar survey made 
by the monthly magazine in September 1982. 

Tbe only nation in tbe top 20 to raise its 
credit staxiding in tbe last six months was 
Great Britain, which rose fiom seventh to 
fifth place in a world ranking of 107 oaticMis, 
its highest ranking ever. 

Also outstanding were China and Tnrkey. 
in a world where many countries are drown- 
ing in foreign debt, /futitationaf Imtstar says 
"bankets today have begun to appreciate tbe 
orderliness of China* s external accounts and 
its conservative approach to b o rrowing.” 
China is ranked 26tfa. 

Among the survey's other winners were 
Gabon and Oman, "whose upgradings were 
due largely to financial management" tbe 
magazine says.

leading miernational banks to rate each 
country on a scale of creditworthiness from 0 
to 100.

ORLANDO. Florida. March 12 (AP) — 
Mike Nicolette bogeyed four of bis last ax 
holes but — with a howling wind and biting 
cold playing havoc with the rest of tbe field — 
managed to expand his lead to three strokes 
Friday in tbe second round of tbe $350,000 
Bay Hni Golf Qassic. 

Despite his troubles at the end, Nicolette 
nursed home a round of 72, 1-over par, and 
had a 36-bole total of 138, 4 under. 

Tbe temperatures were in. tbe high 30s 
when the &st players got off the tee in tbe 
early morning. It wan^ only into the low 
50s ( 1 0- 1 2 degrees c) . Tbe winds gusted to 40 
mph (64 kph). It was, by far, tbe worst 
weather conditions of the tour season. 

Scores soared to ridiculous proportions. 
Arnold ftamer, who • made a 10 on tbe par-5 
sixth hole, shot an 85, by three strokes tbe 
highest score of his 29-year tour career. His 
previous highs had been a pair of 82s, when 
be was su&iing from a hip afiment in the 
1969 PGA ChampionshTp, and in tbe 1957 
Kansas Chy Open. He bit two shots into the 
water on the sixth bok and eventually 
3-putted for the 10. 

They were not alone in their difficulties on 


the 7,089-yard Bay Hm Qub course. More 
than a dozen men in tbe strongest field of tbe 
year shot in tbe 80s. Masters ehampion Craig 
Stadler had an 83. Only one subpm round, a 
69 by Curtis Strange, was reooi^d aD day. 

“It was a test of patience, a matter of survi- 
val,’’ said Bob Gflder, who, besides Nicolette, 
was tbe only man to break par for two days. 
He bad a hard-earned 71 — whicb indnded 
one shot where he removed his shoes and 
climbed into oear-freeziag water — and a 
141 total. 

Rookie Donnie Hammond was next at 
73-142. He was followed by Laity Nelson 
and Australian Greg Norman at 143. Each 
managed to match par 71 . Jack Nicklaus and 
Tom Watson topped the group at 144, 2-ovei 
par but very mu^ in title cootentiOD. Nick- 
laus had another 72, incinriing a bogey^bogey 
finisfa. Watson shot 71. 

Also at 144 were Joe Inman, Mark 
McCumber and Seve Ballesteros of Spain. 
BaDesteros had a 74, McCumber 75 and 
Inman 76. Ray Floyd was anotber stroke 
back at 1 45 aft^ a 74. Tom Kite, tbe defend- 
ing champion, shot 77 and was at 153. 


World Cup Rugby move scuttled 


LONDON, March 12 (AFP) - Plans to 
organize a Rugby Union World Cup were 
unceremoniously thrown out by tbe Interna- 
tional Board at their general meeting here 
Friday. 

Delegates decided there were already 
enough ^mMds on the .time_ of top class 
players. Tire board also threw out calls to 
modify tbe rules on amateur status to enable 
players to be rewarded for their efforts, an 
idea which led to the “cash in boots” row a 
few months ago. 

Instead tbe board toughened up tbe regula- 
tions, making it clear that players would not 
even be allowed to keep the profits from 
books about rugby or be loss of earnings 

for turning out for a match. It was agreed to 
raise the daSy allowance for players on inter- 
national tours from six to eight pounds ($9 to 
12 ). 

Yet anotber proposal rejected was tbe 
possiblity of altering the number of points 
awarded for a penalty to make it more dif- 
ficult to win a game by penalty kicks alone. 
I^legates from eight countries decided after 
a study of statistics that tbe problem was not 
great enough to merit action. 

Minor alterations of tbe rules of {day 




included broadening the definttion of 
dangerous play to take in attempts to tackle 
another player on tbe bead or neck. Tbe aim 
is to reduce the number of injuries. 

French and English delegates confirmed 
that their countries teams would be making 
tours of South Africa despite claims that the 
tours would breach tbe Gleoei^s Agree- 
ment Fiance is due to go to South Africa next 
month and England next year. 

Doctor Danie Craven, president of the 
South African Board, denied bis orgamzation 
was trying to get together a "rebeT tour for 
May. He said he did not know who had sent 
invitations to Bridsb players to tour South 
Afri... 

Meanwhile, tbe board foiled to reshape the 
unbalanced international touring schedule. 
This means that Australia wfll tour Britain 
and Ireland in 1 984 following a similar trip 
only last year. Yet New Zealand are not due 
on a fun tour of tbe home countries until 19SX) 
— twelve years after their last major tour. 

That, however, is likely to be changed. 
Analysts say South Africa’s scbednled trip 
here in 1987 is clearly a doubtful starter and 
the “ AH Blacks” can be expected back then, 
if not before.

Reagan orders he tests 


WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP)— Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan ordered Friday that all 
U5. government enq^t^ees with access to 
rip«cifi<>d infonnatioD submit to lie-detector 
tfts ts in any leak investigatioa or face disdp- 
iiiw. iiiphidmg possible dismissal. 

Currently, outside the Central InteU^noe 
Ageo^, the National Security Agency, the 
Justice Department and some components of 
the Defense Department, federal onployees 
have the right to refuse to take a polygraph or 
lie-detector test in such an investigmion 
without prejudice. 

Under the Reagan order, aD emploj^es 
who have access to classified infotmation 
“may be required to submit to polygraph 
examinations when appropriate in the course 
of investigations of unauthorized disclosure 
of classified infonnatioa.” 

Reagan further ordered that “as a 
minimiun’’ new regulations issued by each 
department and agency “shaD permit ao 
agen<7 to deddc that sqjpropriate adverse 
conse quence s w ill follow from a n emplo yee’s 


refusal to cooperate with a polygrafA exami- 
nation” limit^ to the leak invest^tion. 

Otiier provisions of the order wfii requite 
all government employees with access to clas- 
sified information to rign a non-disclosure 
agreement enforceable in court as a oondhioD 
of seeing the material. 

In addition, employees with access te ufrat 
is known as senative oompartmented infor- 
mation, which is ultra-classified material 
Hftaimg primal with intelligence sources 
and methods, will be required to non- 
disclosure agreements that aDow tbdr agency 
to review any of their writings before publica- 
tion to make sure classified information is not 
disdosed. 

Steven Garfinkel, director of the Infonna- 
tumSecuri^ Overf^t Office, estimated that 
60 U.S. government agencies and hundreds 
of th pnsaryfa of goveinmeDt emjdoyees have 
access to clashed information and that 
thousands of government employees in about 
five government agencies have access to sen- 
sitive compartmented infonnation. 


Agca bares plot bn Walesa 


ROME, March 12 (AP) — Mehmet Ali 
Agca, the would-be papal assassin, has tdd 
investigaters that a plan to kill Polish labor 
leader Lech Walesa was hatched in the home 
of a Bulgarian Embassy official, Italian pap* 
ers reported Saturday.

dafly, quoted judicial sources as sa3ring that 
Agca said the plot against Walesa was the 
subjed of a meeting in the home of Ivan 
Dontdiev. Dontchev, a secretary at the Bul- 
garian Embas^, has returned home, accord- 
ed to judidal sources. 

Also talcing part in the meetud, the paper 
said, were three other Bulgarians want^ for 
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hel pin g Agca in tbe May 13, 1981, assasta n a- 
tion attempt against Pope John ^ul n. 

Ser^i Antonov Ivanov, Rome manager of 
the Bulgarian state airlines, was arrested 
Nov. 25 in connection with the papal attach 
Tedor Aivazov and Maj. Zhelyo Vasilev, 
both former embassy officials, were now in 
Bulgaria. 

Agca, the four Bulgarians ai^ two former 
Italian unio n leaders have all been notified by 
offidab that they are uiKier investigatioa for 
the plan to IdO Walesa. 

Agca, serving a life sentence for the p^ia] 
attarif, told investigators that tbe m e eti n g to 
discuss tbe Walesa plan took place just before 

thft labor leader came to Rome in January 
1981, according to Corwian and Rome's La

ISTANBUL. March 12 (R) — Istanbul 
Saturday allowed borne an Armenian 
woman detained on suspidoo of giving finan- 
cial aid to clandestine Armenian groups 
abroad, informed sources said. 

She was seized Riday, two days after 
Armenian guerrillas shot and fatally 
wounded tbe Turkisb ambassador to Yugos- 
lavia, Galip Balkar, in Belgrade. 

The sources said no charges had been 
brought against tbe woman, named as Matild 
Mamiirian But they sakl police questioned 
her and charges aught be filed later. Tbe 
mSKaxy authorities forbade tbe local media 
from reporting her detention and there was 
no mention of it in Turkish newspapers 
Saturday. 

Balkar, ambushed in Us car Monday by 
two gumnen, died in hospital in Be^rade Fri- 
day night. During tbe incideut bis Turkish 
driver was hit in tbe chest, a Yugoslav student 
was killed when be tried to stop tbe gunmen 
and a retired Yugoslav army colonel was 
seriously wounded in crossfire. 

Y iigf^ia v police later captured both attac- 
kers. The ambassador was the latest victim in 
a 10-year campaign milhant Armenians 
^gaingt Turks living abroad, mostly dip- 
lomats, in which at least 25 persons have 
died. 

Turkic newspapers, which Friday 
praised Yugoslav authorities for their swift 
action in arresting tbe gunmen, Saturday 
mourned Balkar as a martyr. “Again we are 
weeping,” proclaimed the daily HttrrfyeL 

The Justice Commandos of tbe Armenian 
Genocide, one of tbe two main Armenian 
guerrilla groups, claimed lespooability for 
the Belgrade attack. Tbe Justice Oomnundos 
and the Armenian Secret Army for the Lib- 
eration of Armenia (ASALA) have carrM 
out most of the anacks on Turkisb targets, m 
revenge for what they s^ was tbe massacre of 
1 S millioa Armenians in eastemTurkey dur- 
ing World War I. Turkey denies tbe massacre 
charge.

Kahan rommissioa report led to tbe unseat- 
ing of ministers.'' He referred to last month's 
chffting of Israeli Defense .Minister Ariel 
Sharon to tbe post of minister without port- 
folio. This followed publication of an inquiry 
commission report saying be was personally 
responsible in tbe massacre of Palestiniw 
refugees at two Israeli-controlled camps in 
Beirut last September.
